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Since the coup d'etat, of. September 1973 and the assumption of 
power by military junta, the 40 Committee has vacillated on what subsidies, 
if any, should be given to the PDC to support its activities under the junta. 
These subsidies; however, appear to be necessary to maintain the PDC as a 
viable alternative party to the Communist and Socialist Parties should th* 
junta relinquish power to civilian control under a new constitution. Since 
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much of the financial ba*€ of support for the PDC was destroyed by the 
fiscal policies of the Alienee regime, the PDC la heavily dependent on 
U*S, Government ’fusing If It ia to compete effectively with the farmer 
U,P. Parties for support among middle and low Income groups.
